Ratsing Tarkeys. 


If a beginner, select three or four of 
the best-shaped hens you can find in a 
large fiock and mate to a gobbler from 
anotner flock that is not related to the 
hens. Never inbreed turkeys, says the 
Rural New Yorker. If you raise any 
young birds at all from the inbred 
stock they wil! be worthless as breed- 
ers for the next season. As to the age 
of breeding stock, yearling and two- 
year-old bens produce the most vigor- 
ous offspring, and hens of that age will 
lay* more eggs in a season than older 
birds. Feeding the breeding stock has 
everything to do with the number of 
eges laid and their fertility. Feed very 
sparingly on grain, as fat turkeys do 
not lay fertile eggs nor many of any 
kind. Give little or no corn to the 
breeders. Buckwheat will keep them 
in better condition, and cut clover is 
very good. A head of cabbage is 


greatly relished by them and is one of 


the best things you can feed them 
through the winter months. Give them 


all the grit they can eat once a week.

This work of preparation is now prac- 
thally completed. Before the end of 
the week the boat will leave with ber 
tender for Black Creek, where the 
first attack on the hyacinths will eve 
made. The plant is constructed after 
the patent of the Harvest Chem al 
Compound Company of New Orleans. 
Charles Harvesta, the patentee, is 
here himeeif directing the putting up 
of the plant, and everything is now in 
readiness to begin. The tug Le Reve 
will be at work all winter. and by 
spring it is expected that noticeable 
results will be observed in icssening 
the plague of hyacinths. The work is 
directiy under the charge of F. W. 
Bruce, United States engineer. The 
captain of the Le Reve is John W. 
Hartiee, of Georgetown, an experienced 
skipper. A competent crew mans the 
boat. Mr. Harvesta, in describing the 
methods which will be used in destroy- 
ing the hyacinths, said that it had had 
remarkable effects in the bayous and 
drainage canals of Louisiana, for which 
reason, seeing the good results, the 
government engineers adopted it. 
The same process is used in Mexico 
and Australia, the latter country being 
troubled with a cactus growth in the 
streams. The fluid used shows its et- 
fects on the hyacinths in two hours, 
when they shrivel up, and in a very 
short time afterward disintegrate. The 
solution follows the plants down to the 
very roots and destroys every seed. 
They disintegrate so completely that no 
fear need be felt of the withered plants 
drifting down toward Jacksonville. On 
‘| account of the la number of streams 
which are now densely packed with 
hyacinths, it is expected that the work 
ef destroying them will take three 
years, gfter which time the engineers 
claim that the pest will be completely 
annihilated. The tug Le Reve its of 
light draught, and will be able to pene- 
trate far up inte the shiellowest 
streams.

Causes of Soft Bacon. 3 

The Canadian experimental farm 
authorities have tssued a report by 
Frank T. Shutt, chemis: at the farm, 
upon the character and causes of soft 
pork. Softness in pork is a serious 
defect, and so the question is of grea: 
importance to the Canadian bacon in- 
dustry. Mr. Shutt summarizes the 
results of his experiments as follows:

THE POULTRY YARD. 
Raising Tarkeys. 


If a beginner, select three or four ot 
the best-shaped hens you can find in a 
large fiock and mate to a gobbler from 
anotner flock that is not related to the 
hens. Never inbreed turkeys, says the 
Rural New Yorker. If you raise any 
young birds at all from the inbred 
stock they win be worthless as breed- 
ers for the next season. As to the age 
of breeding stock, yearling and two- 
year-old htns produce the most vigor- 
ous offspring, and hens of that age will 
lay* more eggs in a season than older 
birds. Feeding the breeding stock has 
everything to do with the number of 
eges laid and their fertility. Feed very 
sparingly on grain, as fat turkeys do 
not lay fertile eggs nor many of any 
kind. Give little or no corn to the 
wreeders. Buckwheat will keep them 
in better condition, and cut clover is 
v . A head of cabbage is 
greatly relished by them and is one of 
the best things you can feed them 
through the winter months. Give them 
all the grit they can eat once a week. 
Keep your turkeys as tame as pos- 
sible: they are easier cared for and 
will not wander so far away. Do not 
keep turkeys with or near other 1— 
try. Do not let them run arou the 
barnyard or fa buildings, and keep 


water. 

An open shed with wire netting, 
front facing the south and situated in 
an upland pasture makes — ideal 
place for raising turkeys. ay 13 is 
early enough to hatch the first poults 
in the Northern States. The ground is 
generally very cold and damp previous 
to that time Feed the young for the 
first time when thirty-six hours oid, 
and the firet food should be grit in 
some form. Sea shells make the best 
kind of grit for the young, and crushed 
clam shelis are very good when the 
turkeys are four months old or older. 
The young should have but very little 
water until after they are two months 
old. I have raised 75 per cent. of a 
flock of young turkeys to maturity 
@at did not have a drop of water - 
til they were ove? a month oid. A ta- 
spoonful of Douglas mixture added to 
every quart of drinking water is very 
beneficial. It prevents cholera and 
Gar and is a great help in de- 
stroying tapeworms.

But the most of us have to de- 
pend on outside markets for the dis- 
posal of our surplus. Where we afe 
obliged to ship§ it win genersity be 
found more profitable ship alive 
than dressed. The warket for live 
chicks is good, often better, 
than for d The difference in 
price will seldom pay for the work of 
Wressing, especially at the busy season. 
I have just received returns from a 
cook of live chicks that were consigned 
to a Boston commission house, and the 
price received was within 3 cents a 
pound of what they would have sold 
for dressed. Deduct shrinkage and 
pay for dressing, and the balance Is in 
favor of selling alive. 

This is neariy always the case in 
warm weather. There is too much risk 
from heat and dampness and too 
much poor stock on the market io 
make it advisable to ship dressed poul- 
try long distances at this season. 

When cooler weather comes it will 
often be more profitable to dress be- 
fore shipping. But it will hardly pay 
to feed the cockereis until cdid 
weather. I find the best time to sell 
is when they will weigh from three to 
three and/a halt pounds each. Chicks 
that have been well fed will be in 
good order at this sige. As they grow 
older they are apt to grow thin in 
flesh, and they wil! need extra feed in 
the fall to fit them for the market. 

If they are kept beyond this age the 
cockerel# should be separated from the 
hens and pullets, as they worry the 
latter so that thore is often a falling 
of in the egg output, and a serious 
check to the we 1 Sy the pul- 
lets. After all, this is one great 
reason not to be lost sight of, as our 
success or fallure depends in large 
measure upon the perfect development 
of the hen. 

So I say separate the sexes before 
the cockerels get old enough to worry 
the pullets. Sell at this time if the 
market will take them at paying 
prices, but separate whether you sell 
or not. This is a “littl thing,” but 
it is only one of many that go to make

4 THE FARM. 
War on Hyaciaths. 


Thoroughly equi with immense 
tanks of chemical fluid and with spray- 
ing apparatus, the steam tug Le Reve 
will leave Jacksonville in a few days 
to begin a campaign of extermination 
on the water hyacinths in the upper St. 
Johns River and its tributaries, says the 
Times-Union and Citizen. Along with 
the tug, as a tender, is a barge, on 
which are two tanks with a capacity of 
6000 gallons each, and a large boiler, 
the latter being necessary in preparing 
the chemical for use. The capacity o 
the three tanks on board the tug is 
308 gallons. The spraying pump is 
set back in the engine-room of the tug. 
The pump forces the chemical solution 
through pipes to the prow of the boat, 
where the sprayers will distribute it 
broadcast over the beds of hyacinths 
One sprayer is fastened at the bow, 
and the two others extend outward 
from the sides on long booms, thus en- 
abil a wide distribution. The spray 
will, in fact, be thrown to a distance 
of ninety feet in an area around the 
bow. By pushing along steadily into 
the beds of hyacinths, it is expected 
that the boat will be able to cover 
— like 10,000 yards a day. It 
will readily be seen from this on what 
a large scale the war against the 
hyacinths is to be waged. The work is 
alone made possible under the appro- 
priation obtained by Floridas active 
delegation in the last Congress. Some 
time ago announcement was made of 
the purchase of the tug Le Reve, 474 
of the plants for fighting the hyacinths, 
This work of preparation is now prac- 
thally completed. Before the end of 
the week the boat will leave with her 
tender for Black Creek, where the 
first attack on the hyacinths will ce 
made. The plant is constructed after 
the patent of the Harvest Chem al 
Compound Company of New ‘Orleans. 
Charles Harvesta, the patentee, is 
here himeeif directing the putting up 
of the plant, and everything is now in 
readiness to begin. The tug Le Reve 
will be at work all winter, and by 
spring it is expected that noticeable 
results will be observed in lessening 
the plague of hyacinths. The work is 
directly under the charge of F. W. 
Bruce, United States engineer. The 
captain of the Le Reve is. John W. 
Harllee, of Georgetown, an experienced 
skipper. A competent crew mans the 
boat. Mr. Harvesta, in describing the 
methods which will be used in destroy- 
ing the hyacinths, said that it had had 
remarkable effects in the bayous and 
drainage canals of Louisiana, for which 
reason, seeing the good results, the 
government engineers adopted it. 
The same process is used in Mexico 
and Australia, the latter country being 
troubled with a cactus growth in the 
streams. The fluid used shows its ef- 
fects on the hyacinths in two hours, 
when they shrivel up, and in a very 
short time afterward disintegrate. The 
solution follows the plants down to the 
very roots and destroys every seed. 
They disintegrate so completely that no 
fear need be felt of the withered plants 
drifting down toward Jacksonville. On 
account of the large number of streams 
which are now densely packed with 
hyacinths, it is expected that the wor 
of destroying them will take three 
years, after which time the engineers 
claim that the pest will be completely 
annihilated. The tug Le Reve is of 
light draught, and will be able to pene- 
trate far up inte the shellowest 
streams. In order to reach them at 
the very top of the creeks, however, a 
light steam launch fs along, 
and this is equipped with a long line 
of hose, which will act as 4 further 
distributor. 


LIVE STOCK. 


The Canadian experimental farm 
authorities have issued a report by 
Frank T. Shutt, chemis: at the farm, 
upon the character and causes of sof 
pork. Softness in pork is a serious 
detect. and so the question ts of great 
Importance to the Canadian bacon in- 
dustry. Mr. Shutt summarizes the 
results of his experiments as follows: 

“Of aul the grain rations employed 
that consisting of equal parts of oats, 
peas and barley. gave the firmest 
pork. It may be further added that 
the fat was deposited evenly, and not

“When half the grain ration consists 
of corn meal, the resulting pork shows 
an increased percentage of olein; in 
other words, a tendency to softness, In 
this ration (half corn meal, half oats, 
peas and bariey in equal parts.) the 
feeding of it bolled gave a slightly 
higher oll content, but this is only ap- 
parent when the ave from four 
n into consi tion. 
“Considermg the effect of feeding 


the ration of oats, peas and barley 
during the first period (to a live weight 
of 100 pounds, and corn meal during 
the finishing period, compared with 
the reverse of this plan—that is, corn 
first, followed with oats, peas and 
barley—we may conclude that the 
former gives a firmer pork. 

“In doth methods mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph. no marked dif- 
ference was to be observed from the 
ration fed dry or previously sake l. 
though, taki an average of the two 
groups on each ration, the ‘dry’ feed 
gave a somewhat bigher olly content. 

“As when corn meal formed half the 
first-period ration. and the whole of 
the second-period ration. the re- 
sulting pork was somewhat softer 
than from that of any of the rations 
already discuseed. we conclude that 
the longer the period during which the 
corn is fed as a large proportion of 
the ration, the softer will be the pork. 

Rears produce a soft and inferior 
pork. The growth of the pigs so fed 
was poor and miserable. and the 
deren of the fat meager. Corn 
meal fed exclusively as the grain ra- 
tion. either dry or previously soaked. 
results in an extremely soft fat. the 
percentage of olein being considerably 
hither then from any other ration 
testod. pork was of an Inferior 
quality. Mere. alse, we noted the 
miseralie growth of the animals. the 
ration in no rense beine an economical 
one. - [American Cultivator.

It is alleged that many incompetent 
workmen are now being employed in 
this city on plumbing jobs. Any man 
who represents himeelf to be a 
plumber can get work at the trade. 
whether he is qualified by experience 
and knowledge of the trade or not. 
To be sure the City Inspector of 
Piumbing must passe upon all work be- 
fere tt is accepted, but it is con- 
tended that it is a physical impossi- 
bility for him or His deputies to make 
a careful inspection of all work done, 
and that as a matter of fact a great 
deal of poor work d covered up and 
passed as satisfactory. 

Inspector Bennett favors the bill and 
says it would save his department 4 
great deal of trouble, as much defec- 
tive plumbing 1 done despite the vig- 
lance of the inspector. Mr. Bennett 
holds that it is just as reasonable to 
require a standard of qualifications 
for plumbers as for stationary engi- 
neers, barbers, school teachers, drug- 
gists or doctors, as the work of the 
plumber vitally concerns the public 
health. A number of master plumbers 
and dealers in plumbers’ supplies took 
the same view of the measure and 
expressed themselves in favor of lis 
pa ge.
